Much  has  changed 
in  recent  years  at  the  College.  In  this  past  year  alone  we  have  witnessed  the 
extent  to  which  our  new  energy  and  our  hard  work  can  achieve  transforma- 
tion.

From  the  mom  and  pop  store  at  the  corner  to  the  national  chains  at  the  mall,  every 
business  values  repeat  customers.  Its  definitive  proof  of  how  consumers  feel  about 
the  goods  and  services  they  received.  In  higher  education,  though,  the  idea  of  "re- 
peat business"  carries  with  it  a  profound  meaning.  Alumni  who  come  back  for  a  second 
degree  are  showing  their  faith  in  the  richness  of  the  academic  experience. 

At  Western  New  England  College,  five  percent  of  its  alumni  have  demonstrated  their 
support  of  the  College  as  "repeat  customers."  The  number  of  alumni  with  dual  degrees 
currently  stands  at  1,391.  Almost  1,400  people  have  had  such  a  rewarding  experience  as 
an  undergraduate  that  when  they  elected  to  seek  a  graduate  degree,  they  once  again  chose 
Western  New  England  College. 

There's  another  side  to  the  idea  of  repeat  business.  Many  people,  including  myself,  are 
second  generation  graduates  of  the  College.  My  dad  is  a  proud  graduate  of  the  Class  of  1974,  and  his  experiences  at 
Western  New  England  College  helped  me  make  the  choice  to  come  here.  It  is  high  praise  indeed  when  you  feel  so 
strongly  about  an  educational  experience  that  you  want  to  share  it  with  your  child,  your  niece,  your  cousin,  or  another 
family  member. 

For  most  of  us,  college  was  a  four-year  experience  in  which  we  grew  together  and  began  to  mold  our  adult  lives.  For 
some  alumni,  though,  going  to  Western  New  England  College  means  more  than  just  friendships.  In  addition  to  the 
dual  degree  and  generations  alumni,  there  are  828  (of  record)  alumni  who  have  married  other  alumni.  For  them,  the 
College  was  not  only  the  institution  which  offered  them  the  skills  and  tools  to  begin  a  career,  it  was  also  the  place 
where  they  began  their  lives  together. 

In  the  next  three  issues.  The  Alumni  Communicator  will  concentrate  on  the  relationships  of  Western  New  England 
College.  The  first  issue,  due  out  this  summer,  will  feature  our  dual  degree  graduates.  The  next  issue  will  concentrate  on 
stories  of  generations,  followed  by  the  third  with  features  on  alumni  married  couples.

When  I  was  in  school,  one  of  the  marketing  slogans  for  the  College  described  it  as  a  "best-kept  secret."  That  may 
have  been  true  then,  but  the  increasing  number  of  students  show  that  more  and  more  people  have  discovered  this 
"secret."  1  believe  we  need  to  be  vocal  about  our  Western  New  England  College  experience.  I  invite  you  again,  to  take 
the  time  to  tell  us  about  your  Western  New  England  College  experience,  and  how  you  met  your  spouse  here,  or  if  you 
are  a  member  of  the  generation  contingent,  or  if  you  are  a  dual  degree  graduate.  We  want  to  know  about  your  special 
relationship  to  the  College  and  we  look  forward  to  sharing  your  story  in  an  upcoming  issue  of  this  publication. 

Discovering  and  building  relationships  is  my  main  focus.  You  might  have  heard  about  the  two  writers  who  came  up 
with  a  mental  game,  titled  "The  Six  Degrees  of  Kevin  Bacon."

Coach  Downes  Retires  After  More 
Than  Thirty  Years  at  the  College

A fiery  redhead,  transplanted  from 
West  Virginia,  has  prowled  the  gyms, 
fields,  and  classrooms  on  the  West- 
ern New  England  College  campus  since  his 
arrival  in  1968.  With  his  retirement  at  the 
end  of  the  1998-99  school  year,  the  College 
is  losing  a  coach,  teacher,  mentor,  and  friend 
who  has  touched  the  lives  of  thousands  of 
alumni  and  current  students,  William 
Downes  G'83. 

After  graduating  from  high  school  in 
Charleston,  WV,  Downes  went  to  prep 
school  in  New  Hampshire  for  a  year  before 
enrolling  at  Lehigh  University  for  a  semes- 
ter. After  struggling  academically,  he  decided 
a  stint  in  the  military  might  be  just  the  thing 
to  help  him  focus. 

He  served  in  the  infantry  in  the  U.S.  Army 
for  two  years  as  a  heavy  weapons  gunner  "I 
made  a  mistake  in  my  first  eight  weeks  by 
becoming  an  expert  on  the  Ml  rifle," 


Downes  recalled.  "I  had  too  good  an  eye  so 
they  decided  to  put  me  on  heavy  weapons." 

When  his  two-year  term  of  enlistment 
ended,  Downes  decided  to  put  his  life  on 
the  path  he  had  always  dreamed  of — coach- 
ing. He  came  to  western  Massachusetts  in 
the  late  '50s  to  attend  Springfield  College. 
"At  that  time,  Springfield  was  known  as  one 
of  the  best  physical  education  institutions 
in  the  country  so  I  went  there." 


Not  content  to  just  go  to  school,  Downes 
teamed  up  with  several  other  athletes,  some 
of  whom  were  professionals  in  other  sports, 
and  formed  a  semi-pro  basketball  team 
which  barnstormed  New  England  playing 
exhibitions.  While  it  was  an  enjoyable  time 
and  a  chance  to  make  some  money  Downes 
still  has  some  regrets. 

"I  kick  myself  to  this  day  for  doing  that," 
he  says.  "By  playing  semi-pro  I  lost  my  ama- 
teur status  and  couldn't  participate  in  any  of 
the  College's  varsity  sports.  I  believe  I  could 
have  been  a  contributor  to  their  basketball 
program." 

U  was  also  during  his  time  at  Springfield 
College  that  he  met  his  wife,  Patty  a  stu- 
dent at  Westfield  State  College.  They  met  at 
a  nightclub  and  were  married  a  couple  of 
years  later,  before  either  had  graduated  col- 
lege. In  1963,  while  he  was  still  a  senior  in

college,  the  couple  had  their  first  child,  a 
daughter,  Charlene  Metcalf '85. 

So  with  a  family  to  support,  Downes 
looked  for  a  coaching  position  after  gradu- 
ating in  May.  In  1964,  when  Camden  Tech- 
nical High  School  in  Newjersey  offered  him 
a  job  as  physical  education  instructor  and 
basketball  coach  for  the  "grand  sum"  of 
$5,400,  Downes  jumped  at  the  chance.  The 
couple  would  have  two  more  children,  sons 
Bob  "86  and  Billy,  while  living  in  Camden. 

He  would  stay  there  for  four  seasons  be- 
fore looking  to  move  back  to  western  Mas- 
sachusetts where  Patty  grew  up  in 
Longmeadow.  He  finally  landed  a  job  at  Kiley 
Junior  High  School  as  physical  education 
teacher  and  soccer  and  basketball  coach  in 
1968.  The  Downeses  also  completed  their 
family  that  year  with  the  addition  of  daugh- 
ter, Mary  Allard  '90. 

It  was  at  Kiley  where  he  met  Eric  Geldart, 
former  Western  New  England  College  ath- 


letic director.  "I  walked  into  the  gym  (the 
College  did  not  have  one  of  its  own  at  the 
time)  after  soccer  practice,"  he  recalls.  "And 
tryouts  are  going  on  for  the  basketball  team. 
Eric  is  there  with  42  candidates  and  I  intro- 
duced myself  and  asked  him  if  he  needed  a 
hand." 

Needless  to  say,  he  helped  Geldart  out 
that  day  and  stayed  on  as  his  "volunteer" 
assistant  coach  for  the  rest  of  the  season.  "At 
the  end  of  the  season  he  found  me  $100  for 
helping  out, "  Downes  said  with  a  smile. 

The  next  season,  Downes  was  back  with 
the  Golden  Bears — this  time  with  a  contract 
as  assistant  coach.  Prior  to  the  start  of  the 
1970  school  year,  Geldart  offered  him  a  full- 
time  job  as  assistant  basketball  coach,  head 
baseball  coach,  head  soccer  coach,  and  di- 
rector of  intramurals.  "There  were  times 
when  I  was  coaching  all  those  sports  and 
doing  all  the  intramural  work,  that  I  won- 
dered what  the  heck  Eric  was  doing," 
Downes  joked. 


That  was  the  beginning  of  a  long  tour  of 
duty  for  Coach  Downes.  He  would  coach 
the  baseball  team  for  three  seasons  before 
the  College  hired  Pat  Ricci  to  join  the  full- 
time  staff.  He  then  concentrated  on  soccer, 
a  sport  he  would  coach  here  for  20  seasons. 
When  Geldart  stepped  down  as  basketball 
coach  in  1977,  Downes  took  over  the  reigns 
of  that  program  for  the  next  10  years.  In 
1987,  he  led  the  resurgence  of  golf  at  the 
College,  and  quickly  built  the  program  into 
one  of  the  top  Division  III  teams  in  New 
England. 

He  has  worn  a  lot  of  hats  through  the 
years  at  the  College  and  when  pressed  it  is 
hard  for  Downes  to  choose  which  he  liked 
best.  "My  strongest  and  favorite  sport  has 
always  been  basketball,"  he  said.  "But  I  came 
to  love  and  appreciate  the  game  of  soccer — 
due  in  large  part  because  I  had  such  won- 
derful players." 

"I  played  and  coached  basketball  for 
years,  but  I  had  no  background  in  soccer 
except  for  junior  high  school.  I  was  fortu- 
nate in  the  early  years  to  have  great  players 
like  Mark  Staropoli  '76,  who  were  not  only 
talented,  but  were  great  at  teaching  skills, 
too." 

Downes  has  remained  close  to  many  of 
his  former  players  in  all  of  the  sports  through 
the  years.  "That  is  perhaps  my  greatest  joy," 
he  said.  "I  always  told  my  players  that  when 
they  played  for  me  I  expected  their  best — 
all  they  could  give — and  that  after  they 
graduated  we  become  friends." 

Some  of  his  players  have  entered  the 
coaching  ranks,  and  Downes  often  takes 
time  out  from  his  schedule  to  watch  their 
teams.  He  recently  made  such  a  trip  to 
Holyoke  to  watch  teams  coached  by  College 
basketball  legends  Rod  Butler  '70  and  Kevin 
McCaskill  '84.

"The  game  was  great,"  he  chuckled.  "It 
was  a  close  game  and  these  guys  are  work- 
ing the  officials,  the  jackets  were  off,  they're 
yelling.  I  see  them  after  the  game  and  shake 
hands  and  Butler  asks  me  what  I  think  of 
my  proteges.  I  laughed  and  said  I  guess  I 
have  to  apologize  for  not  setting  a  very  good 
example.'" 

One  of  Downes'  favorite  times  each  year 
is  the  College's  Alumni  Golf  Tournament. 
Every  year  he  teams  up  with  former  soccer 
players  Ed  '78  and  Bill  Lindsay  '77,  and  Gary 
Webster  '77.  "We  are  a  foursome  every  year 
and  our  goal  is  to  win  the  thing  before  I  die," 
Downes  joked.  "We're  getting  closer,  too. 
Billy  has  really  improved  his  game." 

Western  New  England  College  is  plan- 
ning to  create  an  Athletic  Hall  of  Fame  hon- 
oring some  of  the  standout  athletes,  coaches, 
and  contributors  to  varsity  athletics  through 
the  years.  That  Hall  of  Fame  will  be  named 
in  honor  of  Coach  Downes  and  will  forever 
be  known  as  the  Downes  Athletic  Hall  of 
Fame. 

"I  am  honored,  humbled,  and  certainly 
proud  that  people  would  think  to  put  my 
name  on  a  Hall  of  Fame,"  Downes  said. 


"Anybody  who  coaches  or  teaches,  all  they 
ever  really  need  is  for  someone  to  come  to 
them  once  in  awhile  and  say  'nice  job.'  This 
will  culminate  my  whole  career  and  it  is 
going  to  be  such  a  proud  and  emotional 
moment  for  me." 

Not  that  the  Hall  of  Fame  is  the  end  for 
Coach  Downes.  He  will  stay  on  as  part-time 
golf  coach  for  two  more  years  while  Patty 
continues  teaching.  He  still  plans  on  attend- 
ing the  College's  athletic  contests  as  he  does 
now,  and  his  wit  and  wisdom  will  still  be 
here  for  members  of  the  current  staff  and 
student  body  to  draw  on. 

"But  I  would  like  to  wake  up  in  the  morn- 
ing and  make  a  decision  on  whether  I  am 
going  fishing  or  golfing  while  my  health  is 
still  good,"  Downes  said.  "I'm  going  to  miss 
some  of  the  people  here,  but  I'm  still  going 
to  see  them." 

He  plans  to  continue  to  see  his  former 
players  at  picnics  in  the  summers  and  alumni 
events  at  the  College.  "Seeing  these  young 
men  with  their  families,  and  seeing  the 
people  they  have  turned  out  to  be,  is  better 
than  any  money  this  College  could  have  ever 
given  me,"  Downes  said  with  a  soft  look  as 


he  rose  and  headed  out  to  teach  one  more 
crop  of  students.  The  fiery  red  hair  is  now 
silver,  but  the  fire  and  passion  in  his  eyes  for 
teaching  is  still  there.

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Five  Longtime 
Faculty/Staff  Members  Retire 


Alfred  L.  Letoumeau 

Al  Lctourncau  probably  never  realized  that  the  part-time  teach- 
ing job  he  started  in  1956  at  Western  New  England  College  would 
develop  into  a  career  that  would  last  through  1998.  The  recently 
retired  director  of  facilities  management 
began  with  the  College  when  it  was  still 
in  rented  rooms  at  the  former  YMCA 
building  on  Chestnut  Street  in  down- 
town Springfield. 

Few  people  have  had  as  long  an  asso- 
ciation with  the  College  as  Letourneau. 
After  serving  in  World  War  II  as  a  com- 
bat navigator  in  the  U.S.  Army  Air  Corps, 
he  attended  Worcester  Polytechnic  In- 
stitute and  graduated  with  a  B.S.  in  elec- 
trical engineering.  When  he  started  teaching  mathematics  at  the 
College  he  was  already  a  veteran  engineer  having  worked  in  vari- 
ous engineering  positions. 

Letoumeau  taught  two  generations  of  students  in  his  career  which 
continued  until  1984  when  he  was  hired  full-time  as  the  director  of 
physical  plant.  Bringing  his  considerable  engineering  and  organi- 
zational skills  to  the  position,  Letoumeaus  job  was  not  only  to  over- 
see the  daily  upkeep  of  the  campus,  but  to  help  supervise  the  imple- 
mentation of  the  College's  master  plan.  With  these  additional  chal- 
lenges, his  title  was  changed  to  director  of  facilities  management. 

On  Letoumeaus  watch,  Churchill  Hall  was  renovated  from  an 
outdated  two-story  library  into  a  modern  three-story  building  to 
house  the  School  of  Business,  the  Computer  Center,  and  much 
needed  office  space.  The  outdoor  campus  mall,  behind  Deliso  Hall, 
was  converted  from  a  parking  lot  to  one  of  the  most  beautiful  areas 
of  the  campus.  D' Amour  Library  was  also  built,  as  well  as  the  Alumni 
Healthful  Living  Center,  which  has  come  to  represent  the  crowning 
glory  in  his  long  career.  Letourneau's  final  building  is  the  Residen- 
tial Living  and  Leaming  Center,  the  new  high-tech  student  resi- 
dence hall  which  w\\\  open  in  the  fall  of  this  year. 

At  the  Colleges  Annual  Holiday  Reception  in  December, 
Letoumeau  was  honored  by  Dr.  Anthony  Caprio,  president  of  West- 
em  New  England  College,  and  David  Kmger,  vice  president  for 
financial  affairs. 

T  have  had  the  pleasure  of  working  with  this  person  and  he  is 
always  pleasant  and  outgoing.  He  has  befriended  many  of  us  and 
we  will  miss  him.  He  plans  on  retiring  at  the  end  of  next  month  and 


moving  his  home  to  Mooty  Point,  Maine,"  said  Kmger,  who  added, 
"I  understand  his  wife  already  has  a  long  list  of  capital  projects  for 
him  to  do." 

Robert  Azar 

Robert  Azar  has  seen  both  the  School  of  Engineering  and  West- 
ern New  England  College  grow  impressively  since  he  joined  the 
faculty  in  1965.  When  the  professor  of  mechanical  engineering  came 
to  the  College  much  of  the  School  of  En- 
gineering was  located  in  the  East  Build- 
ing, later  renamed  Emerson  Hall. 

Azar  brought  much  practical  experi- 
ence to  his  students.  Besides  earning  his 
B.A.  from  the  University  of  Rhode  Island 
and  his  M.S.  from  the  University  of  Con- 
necticut, Azar  worked  as  an  engineer  at 
Power  Generators,  Inc.,  American  Ma- 
chinery and  Eoundry,  and  the  General 
Electric  Company  before  beginning  his 
teaching  career.  Azar  received  his  Ph.D.  in  mechanical  engineering 
from  the  University  of  Massachusetts  in  1974. 

He  served  as  the  chair  of  the  mechanical  engineering  depart- 
ment and  is  proud  of  having  recmited  many  members  of  the  present 
faculty.  An  early  proponent  of  the  study  of  robotics,  Azar  helped 
integrate  this  subject  as  well  as  computer-aided  design  and  manu- 
facturing into  the  School  of  Engineering's  curriculum. 

"I  certainly  enjoyed  working  with  the  students  and  my  col- 
leagues," he  said  with  obvious  warmth.  Noting  with  pride  his  long 
association  with  the  College  he  added,  "It  has  been  a  privilege  and 
an  honor  to  do  the  kind  of  work  I've  done  here  at  the  College." 

Although  Azar's  retirement  plans  include  relocating  to  a  home 
in  Rhode  Island  and  traveling,  he  will  remain  active  in  his  profes- 
sion with  consulting  work. 

Joan  Fimbel  DiGiovanni 

The  arts  and  psychology  are  two  subjects  that  aren't  often  linked 
in  the  minds  of  most  people,  but  Dr.  Joan  Fimbel  DiGiovanni  be- 
came known  for  research  that  explored  the  relationship  between 
creativity  and  state  of  mind  during  her  long  tenure  at  Western  New 
England  College. 
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A  graduate  of  Florida  Southern  College,  she  received  her  M.A. 
from  Columbia  University  and  her  Ph.D.  from  Baylor  University  A 
licensed  psychologist,  DiGiovanni  began

A  dedicated  researcher,  DiGiovanni 
was  interested  in  such  diverse  subjects 
as  non-verbal  communications,  sex  roles,  and  environmental  psy- 
chology. The  psychology  of  art  was  also  a  major  interest,  and  she 
traveled  widely  to  academic  gatherings  to  deliver  numerous  papers 
on  this  topic.  Examinations  of  the  work  of  O'Keefe,  Monet,  and 
Caravaggio  marked  her  research  efforts. 

Although  she  retired  from  the  College  in  January,  she  hasn't  left 
her  academic  career  behind.  She  is  still  pursuing  her  life  in  art  and 
psychology.  She  has  relocated  to  the  southwest  and  has  become  a 
half-time  art  student  at  the  University  of  Arizona  at  Tucson.  She  is 
also  a  fellow  at  the  Southwestern  Institute  for  Research  on  Women, 
and  will  edit  a  chapter  on  women  visual  artists  for  Creating  a  New 
Woman:  Psychology  for  a  Feminine  Future. 


Edward  J.  LeCuyer,  Jr. 


In  1965,  the  computer  was  just  beginning  to  make  its  presence 
felt  in  our  daily  lives  and  that  same  year,  Professor  Edward  J.  LeCuyer, 
Jr.  joined  the  Mathematics  Department  as  an  instructor  at  Western 

New  England  College.  Thirteen  years 
later,  LeCuyer  was  one  of  the  first  to  write 
a  textbook  on  computer  programming 
for  college  students. 

LeCuyer  earned  his  bachelors  degree 
from  American  International  College  in 
1963  and  his  masters  and  Ed.D.  from  the 
Universit)'  of  Massachusetts  in  1965  and 
1977  respectively.  He  became  a  full  pro- 
fessor of  mathematics  at  Western  New 
England  College  in  1982. 
His  pioneering  textbook.  College  Mathematics  With  A  Program- 
ming Language  (APL),  was  published  in  1978.  The  idea  of  the  book 
was  to  teach  math  itself  through  computer  programming.  He  was 
inspired  by  observing  how  excited  ten-year-olds  were  to  use  com- 
puters to  enhance  their  fifth  grade  math  skills.  LeCuyer's  book  raised 
the  standard  by  applying  the  same  teaching  principles  to  college 


students.  At  that  time,  tms  was  a  revoTuttonary  approachtotheuse 
of  computers  and  the  teaching  of  math. 

About  his  30  year-plus  career  at  the  College,  LeCuyer  said,  'Tve 
greatly  enjoyed  my  time  here."  He  then  noted  that  one  of  his  proudest 
moments  as  a  professor  at  the  College  was  when  his  son,  Michael, 
earned  his  degree  in  mathematics  here  in  1988. 

An  avid  golfer,  LeCuyer  has  already  picked  out  a  new  home  in 
Elorida  "within  sight  of  a  golf  course."  He  also  said  he'll  spend  time 
fishing  and  traveling. 


Gerhard  Rempel 


A  member  of  the  College's  history  faculty  since  1969,  Gerhard 
Rempel  has  established  himself  as  a  tireless  researcher  into  one  of 
the  darkest  periods  of  this  century.  Specializing  in  German  and  Rus- 
sian history,  Rempel  has  made  trips  to 
Europe  to  conduct  research  on  Nazi  Ger- 
many, with  the  results  being  his  ac- 
claimed book  Hitler's  Childrai. 

His  love  of  history  and  his  academic 
interest  in  World  War  II  came  from  his 
own  childhood.  Born  in  the  Ukraine  to 
Mennonite  parents  of  German  heritage, 
Rempel  saw  his  father  forced  to  join  the 
Russian  army  at  the  outbreak  of  the  war. 
Rempel's  father  deserted  the  Russian 
army  only  to  be  forced  into  the  German  army,  and  was  later  cap- 
tured by  Russian  forces  and  sent  to  Siberia  where  he  died  after  years 
of  imprisonment. 

Rempel's  family  was  forced  out  of  Russia  by  the  advancing  Ger- 
man army  and  were  refugees  in  Poland  and  the  former  Czechoslo- 
vakia. In  1949,  Rempel  and  his  family  emigrated  to  the  United  States. 
His  family's  experiences  during  World  War  II  compelled  him  to 
study  history  at  Wheaton  College  where  he  received  his  B.A.  in 
1959.  He  followed  that  degree  with  his  M.A.  in  1961  from  North- 
western University,  and  his  Ph.D  from  the  University  of  Wisconsin 
in  1969. 

An  enthusiastic  advocate  for  use  of  the  Internet  in  higher  educa- 
tion, Rempel  helped  many  faculty  members  establish  their  own 
websites.  His  post-retirement  plans  include  additional  research  and 
writing  on  German  history,  and  his  courses  will  all  be  published  by 
TextWizards  of  Miami,  an  Internet  publisher 

"It  has  been  a  wonderful  and  eventful  ride  for  me  here  at  the 
College.  I  came  in  1969  when  everything  was  in  the  buildup  phase," 
said  Rempel.  "So,  the  opportunity  to  experiment  and  try  out  new 
ideas  in  the  classroom  and  on  the  campus  as  a  whole  was  unlim- 
ited. The  Cultures  Program  is  only  one  example.  The  Internet  is 
another." 
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Alumnus  Speaks  at  Fred  Brown  Lecture  Program 


Pri\-alc  equity  was  the  theme  of  the  Fred  Brown  Lecture  sponsored 
by  the  Management  Association  at  Western  New  England 
College  on  Jan.  28.  A  near-capacity  audience  in  Sleith  100  listened 
to  Kevin  S.  Delbridge  77,  a  managing  director  of  HarbourVest 
partners,  LLC,  speak  on  "The  U.S.  Private  Equity  Industry:  An 
Important  Alternative  to  Financing  Business  Start-Ups." 

Delbridge  outlined  the  history  of  venture  capital  and  described 
private  equity  and  factors  affecting  the  private  equity  industry. 

Delbridge  is  a  member  of  the  College's  Board  of  Trustees  and 
graduated  from  the  College  with  a  BSBA  in  1977.  He  received  his 
MBA  from  the  University  of  Massachusetts  in  1985.  He  is  a  mem- 
ber of  the  American  Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants  and 
the  American  Institute  for  Investment  Management  and  Research. 

HarbourVest  Partners,  LLC  is  a  global  private  equity  investment 
firm.  It  was  founded  in  1997  to  assume  the  business  of  Hancock 
Venture  Partners,  Inc.,  which  was  formed  in  1982.  HarbourVest 
invests  in  all  types  of  private  equity  funds,  including  venture  capi- 
tal and  leveraged  buyout  funds,  and  directly  in  operating  compa- 
nies. HarbourVest  currently  manages  investments  in  North  America, 
South  America,  Europe,  Asia,  Australia,  and  Africa.

Criminal  Justice  Majors  attend  National  Conference 


Criminal  justice  is  now  the 
largest  major  at  Western 
New  England  College,  and  a 
number  of  its  students  attended 
the  National  Academy  of  Crimi- 
nal Justice  Sciences  annual  con- 
ference conducted  in  Orlando, 
FL,  in  March. 

Criminal  justice  majors 
Michael  Roach,  Kathy 
Comparone,  William  Flaherty, 
Michelle  Nadeau,  Jennifer 
Cunningham,  Timothy  St. 
James,  Jennifer  Hill,  and  Christie 
Scribner  traveled  with  faculty 
member,  Denise  Kindschi 
Gosselin,  to  represent  the  Col- 
lege. 


The  theme  of  the  conference 
was  "Crime  and  Justice  Across 
the  Millennium,"  and  these  stu- 
dents from  the  Criminal  Justice 
Association  and  the  College's 
Criminal  Justice  Honor  Society 
(Alpha  Eta  Delta)  had  the  oppor- 
tunity to  meet  with  experts,  au- 
thors, academicians,  and  practi- 
tioners in  the  criminal  justice 
field  both  national  and  interna- 
tional. The  students  attended 
daily  presentations  on  significant 
changes,  findings  from  original 
research,  and  discussed  topics  of 
concern  to  the  field. 

The  conference,  which  is  one 
of  the  largest  in  the  country,  was 


important  for  students  to  "net- 
work and  learn  about  graduate 
programs  and  employment  op- 
portunities," notes  Kindschi 
Gosselin. 

Two  of  the  students  presented 
scholarly  papers  based  on  their 
own  research.  Jennifer 
Cunningham  spoke  on  "The  Im- 
portance of  Battered  Women 
Shelters  and  the  Services  They 
Provide,"  while  Christie  Scribner 
reported  on  her  research  con- 
ducted on  behalf  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts State  Police  on  "Criti- 
cal Stress  Incident."  Both  seniors, 
they  were  the  first  criminal  jus- 
tice students  from  the  College  to 


present  their  work  at  this  con- 
ference. 

Kindschi  Gosselin  attributes 
the  growing  popularity  of  the 
criminal  justice  major  to  the  in- 
creasing competition  for  jobs. 
"Students  see  the  need  to  further 
their  education,"  she  explains. 
"The  days  of  going  into  a  police 
station  with  just  a  high  school 
diploma  are  over  The  Colleges 
program  prepares  them  to  ser\'e 
a  society  that  is  more  demand- 
ing of  its  criminal  justice  profes- 
sionals."

If  you  walk 
down  a  street  you  could  hear  ten  foreign  languages 
being  spoken." 

Onderdonk  is  just  one  of  the  many  Western 
New  England  College  students  who  have  taken 
advantage  of  a  program  that  allows  them  a  truly 
international  learning  experience.  Today  the  Study 
Abroad  Program  has  even  more  options  for  stu- 
dents with  additional  sites  available.  The  program 
can  make  arrangements  for  students  to  attend 
classes  in  almost  any  country  they  choose.  No 
knowledge  of  a  second  language  is  required,  al- 


though many  of  the  programs  are  designed  for 
students  to  improve  their  foreign  language  skills. 
The  college  credit  is  fully  transferable  and,  besides 
airfare,  the  costs  are  usually  equivalent  to  those  of 
Western  New  England  College. 

The  program  had  more  benefits  than  just  aca- 
demic for  Onderdonk.  "Participating  in  the  pro- 
gram helped  my  confidence  and  allowed  me  to  be 
more  assertive.  That  was  definitely  a  benefit." 
Further  enhancing  the  experience  were  the  side 
trips  she  took  to  Ireland  and  France. 

Today  Onderdonk  is  an  attorney  in  the  firm  of 
Breakell  &  Couch  in  Albany,  NY.  She  believes  that 
every  student  who  can  participate  in  the  Study 
Abroad  program  should  consider  it.  "It  was  a  re- 
ally great  experience,"  she  says.

Winter  Sports  Wrap-up

The  resurgence  o(  varsity  athletics  at 
Western  New  England  College 
continued  during  the  '98-'99  winter 
season.  As  in  the  fall  campaign,  every  varsity 
learn  improved  its  record  from  the  previous 
year,  and  both  the  mens  and  women's 
basketball  teams  finished  with  their  first 
winning  seasons  in  several  years. 

The  men's  team,  which  won  just  two 
games  a  year  ago,  finished  with  a  14-11 
record  for  first-year  coach  Doug  Pearson.  At 
one  point  midway  through  the  year,  the 
Golden  Bears  ripped  off  nine  consecutive 
victories.  Four  players  from  this  team  are 
poised  to  reached  the  1000-point  career 
mark  next  season,  an  impressive  feat. 

Junior  center  Ryan  Abraham 
(Newington,  CT)  came  into  his  own  this 
season  and  led  the  team  in  scoring,  averag- 
ing 18.3  points  per  game.  He  ranked  in  the 
lop  ten  nationally  in  field  goal  percentage, 
hitting  nearly  65  percent  of  his  baskets. 

Sophomore  forward  Eric  Stewart  (High- 
land Falls,  NY)  improved  on  his  impressive 
rookie  season  by  averaging  16.7  points  per 
game  and  leading  the  team  in  rebounding  at 
8.7  per  contest.  Junior  forward  Ryan  Man- 
ning (Albany,  NY)  had  his  best  year  for  the 
College,  also  scoring  in  double  figures  at  13.2 
points  per  game.  Finishing  just  behind  Man- 
ning was  junior  guard  Tom  Keane  (Yonkers, 
NY),  averaging  13.1  per  game. 

The  women's  basketball  team,  under 
third-year  coach  John  Greene,  improved  its 
record  to  13-11  this  season,  the  first  win- 
ning mark  since  the  1994-95  season.  The 
winning  slate  is  made  all  the  more  impres- 
sive considering  the  Golden  Bears  roster  was 
comprised  of  three  sophomores  and  seven 
freshmen. 

Sophomore  guard  and  co-captain  Erin 
Marino  (Westerly,  Rl)  led  the  team  in  scor- 
ing for  the  second  year  in  a  row,  averaging 
14  points  per  game.  She  also  led  the  team  in 
steals,  and  was  second  in  rebounding  at  6.3 
per  game. 


A  big  reason  for  the  success  of  the  team 
this  year  was  due  to  big  years  by  a  pair  of 
freshmen,  Joyce  Neilson  (Salisbury,  CT)  and 
Callie  Durbrow  (Washington,  VT).  Neilson 
finished  second  in  scoring,  averaging  12.4 
points  per  game.  She  led  the  team  in  assists 
and  was  second  in  steals.  She  and  Marino 
made  an  excellent  backcourt  pair  that  con- 
stantly looked  to  set  the  other  up  with  pin- 
point passes.  Durbrow  set  a  school  record 
for  field  goal  percentage,  hitting  51  percent 
of  her  shots  while  averaging  10.1  points  per 
game. 

Freshman  Holly  Colemaii  (Southington, 
CT)  also  had  a  big  year,  proving  to  be  an 
excellent  three-point  shot  and  averaging 
nearly  8  points  per  game.  Sophomore  co- 
captain  Sarah  Cote  (Agawam,  MA)  led  the 
team  in  rebounding  for  the  second  year  in  a 
row,  averaging  6.8  per  game. 

The  ice  hockey  team  finished  with  a  9- 
13-1  record  for  coach  Mike  Badger,  two  more 
wins  than  they  had  a  year  ago.  Four  of  the 
13  losses  were  by  one  or  two  goals  and  the

lone  tie  on  the  slate  came  with  less  than  one 
minute  remaining  in  regulation. 

Junior  Jason  Lacroix  (Barre,  VT)  led  the 
team  in  scoring  for  the  second  year  in  a  row 
with  11  goals  and  21  assists.  Sophomore 
Dave  McKenna  (Bayonne,  NJ)  andjuniorjeff 
Gilbert  (Manchester,  NH)  tied  for  second 
with  30  points  apiece.  They  also  tied  for  the 
team  lead  in  power  play  goals  with  five  each. 

Junior  Bryan  Berriault  (E.  Wareham,  MA) 
came  on  strong  at  the  end  of  the  season  and 
finished  with  17  goals  and  seven  assists,  ty- 
ing for  the  team  lead  in  goals.  Junior  Gary 
Whittier  (Belchertown,  MA)  was  the  comer- 
stone  of  the  Golden  Bear  defense.  He  played 
a  solid  defensive  season,  while  contributing 
18  points  on  offense,  including  four  power 
play  goals. 

Senior  goalie  Corey  Tomlinson  (Ludlow, 
MA)  led  a  trio  of  goalies  that  all  had  three 
victories.  He  finished  with  the  best  save  per- 
centage for  the  Golden  Bears  at  87  percent, 
while  compiling  a  3-3  record  between  the 
pipes. 

The  wrestling  team,  under  legendary 
head  coach  Bob  Skelton,  finished  vvath  20 
dual-meet  victories,  and  placed  seventh  in 
the  Division  III  New  England  champion- 
ships. Senior  John  Kanavich  (Framingham, 
MA)  finished  second  in  the  New  England's 
at  133  pounds  and  qualified  to  compete  in 
the  NCAA  Division  111  National  Champion- 
ships. 

For  the  second  consecutive  year,  the  Col- 
lege won  the  academic  award  at  the  New 
England's  for  having  the  team  with  the  high- 
est total  grade  point  average.  The  Golden 
Bears  bested  all  teams  with  an  average  GPA 
of  3.07. 

The  men's  volleyball  team  finished  its 
season  with  a  9-14  record.  The  Golden  Bears 
qualified  for  the  Northeast  Collegiate  Vol- 
leyball Association  playoffs,  but  lost  to  the 
eventual  conference  champion  D'Youville 
College.

The  coming  of  spring  brings 
many  changes  in  the  curriculum 
and  in  personnel.  The  Honors 
Program  that  began  as  an  experi- 
ment last  fall  is  proving  popular 
with  students  and  faculty  alike. 
The  courses  are  cross  disciplin- 
ary and  include  seminars  in  religion,  law  and  morality,  the  age  of 
pilgrimages,  science,  religion  and  philosophy,  and  cities  and  civili- 
zation. 

Our  elementary  education  program  is  expanding.  We  will  add 
another  teacher  to  our  faculty  this  year,  and  hope  to  mount  a  graduate 
program  in  2001.  Searches  are  also  underway  for  faculty  in  history, 
criminal  justice,  mathematics,  computer  science,  and  psychology. 

Richard  Luxton  has  offered  his  course  in  Mayan  civilization  on  a 
trip  to  the  Yucatan  over  the  semester  break,  and  will  do  so  again 
after  school  is  out  in  the  spring. 

In  another  new  development,  we  are  pursuing  distance  learn- 
ing. At  the  moment,  in  addition  to  courses  that  combine  the  com- 
puter with  live  lectures,  we  have  two  courses  that  are  taught  en- 
tirely on  the  Internet.  Ray  Kerns-Zucco  has  offered  a  sociology 
course,  and  Del  Wilcox  an  English  course,  using  Manhattan,  a  soft- 
ware package  developed  by  Steve  Narmontas  of  the  Computing 
Department.  We  are  seeking  more  courses  to  be  taught  in  this  way. 

Along  with  these  developments,  our  facilities  continue  to  grow 
and  be  improved.  This  fall  saw  the  new  computer  classroom  in 
Herman  Hall,  with  24  new  workstations,  used  largely  by  the  De- 
partment of  Mathematics  and  Computer  Science. 

On  a  very  sad  note,  Richard  Bums,  retired  professor  of  educa- 
tion and  director  of  teacher  education,  died  in  Febniary. 

Finally,  I  will  be  stepping  down  as  dean  of  Arts  and  Sciences  this 
summer  and  returning  to  the  faculty  as  professor  of  philosophy. 
Interviews  are  now  taking  place  to  choose  my  successor. 

Overall,  the  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences  seems  to  be  moving 
forward  with  new  faculty,  new  programs,  and  what  promises  to  be  a 
near-record  number  of  new  freshman  students.

The  School  of  Business  has 
reached  another  milestone.  On 
January  29, 1999, 1  received  a  let- 
ter informing  us  that  we  have 
been  accepted  into  candidacy  by 
AACSB — The  International  As- 
sociation for  Management  Edu- 
cation. We  have  an  outstanding  and  progressive  faculty  dedicated 
to  academic  excellence.  Accreditation  by  AACSB  would  be  another 
validation  of  our  delivery  of  a  high  quality  education. 

Until  recently,  AACSB  favored  universities  with  a  research  focus 
and,  since  the  School  of  Business  has  and  will  continue  to  have  a 
mission  of  teaching  and  educating  our  students,  we  were  not  inter- 
ested in  this  accreditation.  Now  AACSB  accepts  colleges  with  di- 
verse missions  and  we  do  not  have  to  change  our  focus  and  can  still 
be  considered  for  accreditation.  Within  a  50-mile  radius  of  the 
College,  only  the  University  of  Massachusetts  and  the  University  of 
Connecticut  are  currently  accredited  by  this  organization. 

The  process  toward  accreditation  by  AACSB  began  in  December 
1997  at  which  time  we  applied  for  and  were  admitted  into  pre- 
candidacy.  To  achieve  candidacy  status  one  year  later,  we  presented 
a  plan  which  resulted  from  a  self-assessment  of  the  strengths  and 
weaknesses  of  the  School  relative  to  each  of  the  AACSB  standards 
and  relative  to  our  Schools  mission  and  objectives.  This  systematic 
analysis  of  our  mission,  faculty,  students,  curriculum,  instructional 
resources,  operations,  intellectual  contribvuions,  and  processes

These  are  busy  times  in  our 
School  of  Engineering.  While 
there  is  a  regular  rhythm  to  life 
in  an  engineering  school,  many 
exciting  new  things  also  are  hap- 
pening. These  include  the  devel- 
opment of  new  scholarships  and 
curriculum  and  the  upgrading 
and  renovation  of  labs. 

The  Electrical  Manufacturers  and  Coil  Winders  Association 
(EMCWA)  continues  its  collaboration  with  the  School  of  Engineer- 
ing. This  year  the  EMCWA  has  provided  $13,000  for  scholarships 
and  $2,000  for  laboratory  equipment.  The  scholarships  are  awarded 
to  students  who  have  demonstrated  a  knowledge  of  the  EMCWA 
group  and  have  shown  an  interest  in  working  in  the  electrical  manu- 
facturing industry 

We  recently  upgraded  a  computer  lab,  including  making  the  light- 
ing, tables,  and  chairs  ergonomically  correct.  The  upgraded  com- 
puter facility  wdll  be  used  for  teaching  courses  ranging  from  the 
first  year  CAD  and  programming  to  graduate  courses  in  computer 
applications. 

This  summer  we  will  be  renovating  another  lab,  this  time  in  the 
materials  science  area,  to  provide  interdisciplinary  space  for

On  March  3,  1999,  a  seven- 
meiTiber  team  from  the  American 
Bar  Association/Association  of 
American  Law  Schools  concluded 
a  four-day  visit  to  the  law  school. 
This  is  a  routine  sabbatical  site 
evaluation  that  is  part  of  the  ABAs 
re-accreditation  and  the  AALS's 
membership  renewal  processes. 

Two  deans,  a  vice-dean,  a  law  professor,  a  law  librarian,  a  retired 
college  president,  and  a  federal  court  judge  were  on  the  team. 

During  the  teams  visit,  they  toured  the  facilities;  visited  classes; 
interviewed  faculty  and  administrators;  met  wdth  the  president,  pro- 
vost, and  financial  vice-president;  examined  files  and  records;  held 
an  open  meeting  with  students;  had  lunch  with  student  leaders  and 
recent  law  school  graduates;  and  attended  a  reception  at  the  law 
school  for  members  of  the  local  bench  and  bar.  The  team  was  ex- 
tremely thorough,  looking  into  all  aspects  of  the  law  schools  opera- 
tion. 

For  almost  two  years  prior  to  the  team's  arrival,  the  faculty  and 
various  law  school  departments  have  been  engaged  in  a  compre- 
hensive self-study.  During  this  time  the  faculty  held  18  meetings  on 
matters  relating  to  our  self-study  and  in  November  conducted  a

provided  the  information  upon  which  our 
plan  was  developed.  The  self-assessment 
involved  all  stakeholders  of  the  School 
including  faculty,  administration,  students, 
alumni,  and  business  constituencies. 

We  appreciate  the  involvement  of  the 
alumni  who  responded  to  our  survey  and 
who  participated  in  the  focus  groups.  Their 
valuable  insights  and  opinions  played  an 
important  part  in  the  development  of  our 
plan.  We  now  have  five  years  to  implement 
this  plan  and  achieve  accreditation. 

The  accreditation  review  will  focus  on  the 
clear  determination  of  our  mission,  devel- 
opment of  our  faculty,  planning  of  our  cur- 
ricula, and  delivery  of  our  instruction.  Our 
programs  must  focus  not  only  on  the 
present,  but  also  on  the  preparation  for  the 
future.  We  must  be  cognizant  of  future  needs 
and  continue  to  provide  a  total  educational 
experience  that  emphasizes  conceptual  rea- 
soning, problem-solving  skills,  and  prepa- 
ration for  life-long  learning. 

We  paused  recently  to  celebrate  our  ac- 
ceptance into  candidacy,  but  shortly  after- 
wards, we  began  to  address  the  challenges 
we  noted  in  our  accreditation  plan.  The  fac- 
ulty, staff,  and  administration  of  the  School 
of  Business  will  continue  to  improve  our 
quality  business  education  programs.  We  are 
convinced  that  the  journey  we  have  chosen 
wall  assure  that  we  continue  to  provide  the 
highest  quality  education  for  the  future. 


The  Off-Campus  programs  have  opened 
five  new  locations  within  the  past  year.  These 
are  in  Auburn,  Braintree,  Hanover,  New 
Bedford,  and  Boston.  The  latter  campus  was 
opened  in  direct  response  to  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  Colleges  programs  by  the  Bos- 
ton Police  Patrolman's  Association.

electrical,  mechanical,  and  biomedical 
materials  science  activities  and  also  to 
revitalize  the  space  for  the  Scanning  Electron 
Microscope.  The  funding  for  much  of  this 
project  comes  from  a  $70,000  grant  from  the 
Alden  Trust. 

In  our  continuing  effort  to  offer  innova- 
tive programs  and  develop  engineers  who 
possess  technical  expertise  coupled  wdth  an 
ability  to  work  in  teams,  faculty  are  prepar- 
ing an  interdisciplinary  design  project  for  all 
students  enrolled  in  junior  lab  this  coming 
fall.  Each  design  team  working  on  the  project 
will  have  members  from  each  major  (bio- 
medical, electrical,  industrial,  and  mechani- 
cal engineering). 

While  there  are  a  lot  of  new  activities  that 
are  keeping  everyone  busy,  quintessential 
activities  also  continue.  In  some  ways,  the 
end  of  this  spring  semester  is  much  like  ones 
in  the  past.  The  first  year  students  are  com- 
pleting Electricity  and  Magnetism,  Calculus 
II,  Computer  Applications,  and  Statics.  Many 
sophomores  are  choosing  a  major  as  they 
register  for  their  fall  semester  courses.  The 
juniors  are  completing  Lab  II  and  seniors 
are  busy  preparing  for  final  oral  presenta- 
tions, finding  time  to  send  out  resumes  and 
interview  for  jobs.  I  am  sure  you  can  recall  a 
similarly  busy  spring  semester. 

I  extend  an  invitation  for  you  to  see  first- 
hand the  things  that  are  happening  in  our 
School  of  Engineering.

two-day  retreat  that  focused  primarily  on  our 
program  of  legal  education.  Along  the  way 
there  were  committee  and  sub-group  meet- 
ings too  numerous  to  mention.  The  self- 
study  process  is  an  extremely  valuable  one 
that  causes  an  institution  to  focus  on  its 
strengths  and  weaknesses  and  to  improve 
its  overall  quality.  The  work  of  the  law  school 
community  was  invigorating,  rewarding,  and 
tiring.  We  anticipate  receiving  a  comprehen- 
sive report  within  three  or  four  months. 

The  self-study  was  not  our  only  major 
activity  of  the  year.  Many  recruitment  efforts 
have  produced  very  positive  results.  We  have 
already  hired  two  outstanding  new  faculty 
members  for  next  year  and  expect  to  add  a 
third  before  the  process  is  complete.  I  will 
describe  these  new  additions  to  our  faculty 
in  my  next  column  in  The  Alumni  Commu- 
nicator. We  have  been  equally  successful  in 
our  recruitment  of  administrative  personnel. 
Eric  Eden,  formerly  assistant  director  of  ad- 
missions, has  been  promoted  to  assistant 
dean  and  director  of  admissions.  Eric  has 
his  B.A.  and  M.A.  from  the  University  of 
Arizona  and  his  J.D.  from  the  University  of 
Minnesota.  Karen  DeMeola,  who  has  her 
B.A.  and  J.D.  from  the  University  of  Con- 
necticut, has  been  hired  to  replace  Eric  as 
assistant  director  of  admissions.  Nancy  Sykes 
is  our  new  assistant  dean  and  director  of  Law 
Alumni  Relations.

Within  one  year  of  the  completion 
of  the  stadium  in  Hartford,  the  Patn- 
ots are  obUgated  to  build  a  year-round 
training  facility  in  Connecticut  at  a 
projected  cost  of  $15  million. 

Ravosa  said  that  having  a  training 

facility  in  Connecticut  should  not 
keep  the  team  from  holding  its  sum- 
mer camp  elsewhere. 

Summer  training  costs  the  team 
$150  000  to  $200,000  annually,  usu- 
ally over  six  weeks,  mid-July  to  late 
August. 

"There  are  western  Massachusetts 

fans  who  haven't  been  able  to  attend 

games,"  James  said. 

-They'll  have  that  opportunity  with 

the  team  in  Hartford. 

"There's  great  interest  on  our  part 
to  maximize  the  New  England  regioa 
Until  the  move  (to  Hartford)  and 
through  the  move,  we  want  to  do 
things  in  the  community  for  our  fans. 
That  means  we  could  rotate  our  camp 
sites,  and  you  could  make  a  good  ar- 
gument that  Spnngfield  would  be  in 
there."

SPRINGFIELD— Western  New  England  Col- 
lege will  award  a  full  four-year  scholarship  to 
top  students  graduating  from  each  of 
Springfield's  four  public  high  schools  every  year 
starting  next  fall. 

College  officials  said  the  plan  reinforces 
Western  New  England  College's  commitment 
to  the  community.  The  scholarship  will  allow 
some  students  who  otherwise  would  not  be  able 
to  afford  a  private,  four-year  college  to  attend, 
said  President  Anthony  Caprio. 

High  school  officials  will  recommend  three 
seniors  each  year  for  the  scholarship,  and  the 
College  will  select  a  recipient  from  each  high 
school.  Students  must  be  city  residents,  main- 


tain a  B+  average  and  graduate  in  the  top  10 
percent  of  their  class. 

The  scholarships  will  be  automafically  re- 
newed as  long  as  students  keep  a  hall-time  course 
load  and  maintain  deans'  list  grades. 

Tuifion  at  the  College  is  $11, 130  per  year. 
The  scholarship  does  not  cover  fees  of  a  few 
hundred  dollars  a  year  or  room  and  board,  offi- 
cials said. 

Springfield  school  officials  were  impressed 
with  Western  New  England  College's  plan, 
"This  is  quite  a  commitment  of  funds  from  you," 
said  Peter  J.  Negroni,  superintendent  of  schools. 

Mayor  Michael  J.  Albano  said  the  scholar- 
ship may  attract  students  who  might  otherwise 
have  not  considered  WNEC.  "This  is  a  unique 
partnership  and  I'm  sure  the  children  of  Spring- 


field will  thank  you,"  he  said. 

Caprio  said  the  scholarships  will  be  awarded 
on  merit,  without  regard  to  financial  need. 
Negroni,  however,  said  recipients  will  likely  be 
needy,  since  the  district's  students  are  mostly 
poor.  A  total  of  87  percent  of  the  city's  public 
school  students  meet  economic  guidelines  for 
the  free  or  reduced  lunch  program. 

"We  have  lots  of  very  good  students  who 
don't  go  to  college  because  they  don't  have  the 
money,"  he  said. 

College  officials  will  begin  distribudng  in- 
formation about  the  scholarships  to  the  four  city 
high  schools:  Central  High  School,  the  High 
School  of  Commerce,  the  High  School  of  Sci- 
ence and  Technology,  and  Putnam  Vocational- 
Technical  High  School.

Madness  Rockin'  at  WNEC

You're  not  going  to  believe  this,  but  they  were 
rockin'  and  roUin  at  the  'Western  New  England  Col- 
lege Alumni  Healthful  Living  Center  Friday  night. 

That's  where  WNEC  plays  basketball  and  the  sea- 
son opened  with  Midnight  Madness.  Dick  Vitale 
wasn't  there.  They  didn't  need  him. 

"Midnight  Madness  was  a  collaborative  effort, " 
said  first-year  Western  New  England  College  athletic 
director  Mike  Theulen,  who  wants  students  to  know 
two  things;  that  Western  New  England  College  has 
sports  teams,  and  that  they  don't  mind  if  people  show 
up  to  watch  them.  "This  was  not  my  thing.  The  Stu- 
dent Senate  sponsored  it." 

Nobody  knew  what  to  expect,  because  it  had 
never  been  done  at  WNEC  before.  Midnight  Mad- 
ness is  associated  almost  exclusively  with  Division  I, 
where  the  T'V  timeout  is  as  much  a  part  of  the  game 
as  the  free  throw. 

But  Western  New  England  College  decided  to  try; 
anyway,  and  Friday,  more  than  1,000  students— 
which  for  this  gym  meant  a  capacity  crowd — 
streamed  in.  Many  of  them  stayed  for  the  whole  show, 
and  even  rookie  men's  coach  Doug  Pearson,  hardly  a 
fan  of  the  klieg  lights,  enjoyed  it. 


"I  don't  know,  though,"  Pearson  said,  "I'm  get- 
ting awfully  old  for  these  late  hours." 

WNEC's  men's  basketball  team  won  two  games 
last  year  The  women  were  11-13.  They  could  have 
held  their  games  at  midnight,  or  for  that  matter  in 
Alaska,  for  all  the  student  interest  at  the  time. 

But  Theulen  wants  students  to  feel  these  are  their 
teams,  too.  They  seem  to  be  listening. 

For  Division  III,  practice  could  officially  open  yes- 
terday, a  week  after  Division  1.  Midnight  Madness 
has  been  a  D-I  staple  for  more  than  20  years,  and 
ohen  it's  become  a  staged  and  choreographed  rou- 
tine, engineered  mostly  for  TV  and  something  a  bit 
stale. 

For  Division  II  and  III  schools,  it's  rarely  even 
considered.  You  get  the  idea  most  of  them  look  at 
Midnight  Madness  as  a  gimmick  they  have  no  right 
to  try,  just  because  ESPN  won't  be  interested. 

Western  New  England  College  gave  its  answer 
to  that  Friday  night:  Nonsense. 

"We  wanted  to  create  more  student  interest,"  said 
Student  Senate  president  Sean  Boucher,  the  guy  with 
the  bear  paws  painted  on  his  face.  T  know  we're  Di- 
vision III.  But  that's  no  excuse." 

To  make  it  work,  the  touring  Harlem  Rockets 
were  brought  in  to  play  student  teams.  Kids  danced 


on  the  gym  floor  The  golf  coach  did  the  twist. 

A  tug-of-war  was  held.  The  sophomore  class  won 
a  trophy  aher  a  six-event  Olympics  of  nutty  competi- 
tions. It  was  the  college's  biggest  outpouring  of  sports 
enthusiasm  in  memory.  The  potential  for  school  spint 
is  there.  Only  7  percent  of  the  college's  students  com- 
mute. That  means  93  percent  are  on  campus,  seek- 
ing out  the  college  experience. 

"We  circulated  T-shirts,  and  we  did  a  ton  of  pub- 
licity" Boucher  said.  Western  New  England  College 
has  an  advantage  with  the  Alumni  Healthful  Living 
Center,  an  unusually  good  facility  for  Division  III  and 
until  lately,  an  underutilized  one. 

It  remains  to  be  seen  how  well  interest  will  be 
sustained,  though  the  signs  are  good.  A  few  early  wins 
would  help,  but  the  early  schedule  is  road-heavy,  and 
the  men,  especially  may  need  some  time  to  rebuild. 

But  Midnight  Madness,  'WTMEC-style,  sent  an  im- 
portant message.  Campus  spirit  should  not  rely  on  a 
national  TV  contract,  a  syndicated  coaches  show,  or 
a  Division  I  program  flitting  back  and  forth  through 
all  four  time  zones.  Sometimes  the  best  fun,  and  the 
purest  spirit,  starts  right  at  home. 

No,  Dick  Vitale  wasn't  there.  But  he'd  have  liked 
it.  The  Division  III  basketball  season  has  begun.  Awe- 
some, baby!

Long-time  Professor  Richard  Burns 
died  Febniar\-  9.  l^W.  He  began  at 
Western  New  England  College  in  1958  as 
an  associate  professor  of  chemistry.  He  was 
promoted  to  professor  of  chemistry  in 
1967.  After  serving  as  chair  of  the 
Department  of  Physical  Sciences  from 
1968  to  1973,  he  was  appointed  professor 
of  education  in  1973  and  served  as  chair  of 
the  Department  of  Psychology,  Sociology, 
and  Education  from  1982-1988.  Professor 
Bums  was  also  the  director  of  the  Summer 
Session  for  over  seven  years  and  coached 
the  men's  and  women's  varsity  bowling 
teams  for  30  years.  He  retired  from 
leaching  in  1995  and  received  Professor 
Emeritus  status  in  1997.  He  leaves  his 
wife,  Maril}Ti  (Carlson);  two  sons,  Douglas 
and  Thomas;  a  daughter,  Barbara;  and  a 
sister.

When  Western  New  England  College  was 
just  one  building  on  Wilbraham  Road,  Dr. 
Richard  E  Bums  foresaw  that  evening  com- 
muter students  needed  an  outlet  to  social- 
ize, develop  team  camaraderie,  and  partici- 
pate in  a  program  that  would  instill  tradi- 
tion and  spirit.  Thirty-seven  years  later,  more 
than  200  former  student  bowlers  feel  lucky 
to  have  been  coached  under  the  tutelage  of 
Coach  Bums.  Dutifully  and  single-handedly. 
Burns  coordinated  toumaments,  shuttled 
students  to  and  from  games,  kept  score, 
cheered  over  strikes,  and  advised  over  gut- 
ter balls. 

Professor  Bums  died  Febmary  9,  1999. 
I  think  Richard  Bums  is  a  man  to  be  recog- 
nized. His  dedication  to  the  bowling  pro- 
gram instilled  so  much  confidence  in  those 
who    participated,"     recalled  John 


Krawczynski  '93,  fornier  captain  of  the  West- 
ern New  England  College  bowling  team  and 
organizer  of  the  Richard  Burns  Memorial 
Scholarship. 

Krawczynski  and  the  Office  of  Advance- 
ment at  Western  New  England  College  are 
coordinating  efforts  to  raise  $10,000  to  es- 
tablish an  endowed  named  merit  scholar- 
ship for  students  at  the  College  with  prefer- 
ence given  to  participants  in  bowling. 

"This  scholarship  can  celebrate  Coach 
Burns'  pursuits  as  an  educator  and  his  con- 
tributions to  the  sport  of  bowling,"  said 
Krawczynski,  a  former  accounting  major 
and  now  senior  associate  with 
PricewaterhouseCoopers  in  Hartford,  CT. 

"I  would  have  never  known  Coach  if  it 
wasn't  for  my  involvement  with  bowling.  I 
feel  fortunate  that  1  knew  him  not  only  as  a 
coach,  but  as  a  friend  and  mentor."  Bums 
joined  the  College  as  a  cheinistry  and  phys- 
ics professor  and  was  eventually  selected  to 
head  the  education  department. 

Despite  the  fact  that  the  NCAA  does  not 
recognize  the  activity  as  a  sport.  Western 
New  England  College  is  one  of  the  few  col- 
leges in  the  nation  to  offer  bowling  as  a  var- 
sity sport.  It  was  through  Burns'  own  initia- 
tive that  he  established  a  bowling  team  as 
well  as  the  Tri-State  Bowling  Conference 
opening  up  the  sport  to  other  colleges 
throughout  the  Northeast. 

"Coach  had  a  tremendous  love  for  the 
game.  He  was  so  happy  getting  us  to  the 
games  and  found  so  much  pleasure  watch- 
ing us  play,"  commented  current  bowling 
team  captain,  Paul  Nuzzo  '00.  Nuzzo  re- 
membered Burns  handing  out  copies  of 
bowhng  journals  to  give  team  members  tips 
on  improving  their  game.  "We  never  real- 
ized just  how  much  he  did  for  the  team  un- 
til now,"  said  Nuzzo,  who  is  already  consid- 
ering sponsorships  to  bowl  professionally 
after  graduation.

Alumni  can  now  use  the  facilities  of  the 
Alumni  Healthful  Living  Center  during  all 
hours  that  the  Center  is  open.  Facilities  in- 
clude the  pool,  weight  rooms,  gymnasium, 
track,  racquetball  and  squash  courts,  fitness 
center,  and  all  outdoor  facilities  such  as  the 
tennis  courts.  In  addition  to  the  basic  use  of 
the  facility,  alumni  may  participate  in  all 
wellness/recreation  programs.  The  Center 
offers  a  series  of  wellness/recreational  op- 
portunities each  semester  including  aerobics 
(water,  step,  kickboxing,  hi/low),  yoga,  ex- 
ercise incentive  programs,  racquetball  and 
squash  ladder  leagues  and  tournaments,  and 
recreational  trips  including  biking  on  rail 
trails  and  cross  country  skiing.  These  pro- 
grams are  offered  to  the  Western  New  En- 
gland College  community  free  of  charge. 
The  Center  also  offers  certification  programs 
such  as  CPR  and  lifeguarding  and  water 
safety  instruction  for  a  minimal  fee. 

Alumni  may  also  wish  to  participate  in 
the  "Weight  Watchers  at  Work  program." 
Weight  Watchers  runs  an  onsite  weekly  pro- 
gram for  College  employees,  families,  and 
alumni.  Each  session  runs  13  weeks  from  1 
to  2  p.m.  every  Monday.  The  cost  for  the 
program  is  offered  at  a  discounted  rate  of 
$9  per  meeting  (no  registration  fee).
